VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
130;  of  which  07  were  males  and  03  females.  Of  these,  4 
males  and  4 females  were  illegitimate.  The  Birth  rate 
was  15'7  per  1,000  of  population. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  104  deaths  during  the  year,  of  which  54 
were  males  and  50  females.  This  gives  a death  rate  per 
1,000  of  population  of  12  G. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  there  were  nine  deaths  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age,  giving  a rate  of  01  per  1,000  births. 

PHTHISIS. 

The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory 
system  was  T45  per  1,000  of  population.  There  were  12 
deaths,  of  which  4 were  males  and  8 females.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

During  the  year,  £1011  was  paid  out  in  Poor  Law 
Relief,  whilst  57  persons,  including  14  men,  31  women  and 
12  children  were  admitted  to  either  Darn  ton  House  or  to 
the  Lake  Hospital. 

Other  Medical  Relief  is  obtained  from  the  Ashton  and 
District  Infirmary,  and  the  various  Manchester  Hospitals. 
In  connection  with  this,  a Local  Committee  has  been 
formed  for  the  raising  of  funds  for  the  relief  of  the  various 
Hospitals  which  serve  the  District.  During  1925  over 
£250  were  raised  by  this  Committee. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  and  General  Character  of  the 
Area. 

Audenshaw  is  a fiat  district,  and  has  a subsoil  which 
is  chiefly  clay.  It  stands  about  320  feet  above  sea  level. 
The  river  1'ame  runs  along  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
area,  and  there  is  a portion  of  the  Manchester  and  Ashton- 
under- Lyne  Canal  running  through  the  West  Ward. 
Apart  from  these  features  the  district  is  largely  intersected 
with  the  various  lines  ol  the  Railways,  thus  causing  a 
large  portion  of  the  district  to  be  unsuitable  for  building. 

I he  East  and  Central  Wards  are  fairly  well  built  up, 
though  there  is  some  land  suitable  for  building  in  the 
latter.  The  West  Ward  is  more  rural  in  character,  but  is 
rapidly  developing.  Over  L30  houses  have  been  built 
during  the  past  five  years,  the  majority  of  these  being  in 
the  West  Ward. 

Out  of  an  area  of  1241  acres,  nearly  200  acres  are 
occupied  by  the  Audenshaw  Reservoirs  belonging  to  the 
Manchester  Corporation. 

The  population  is  chiefly  an  industrial  one,  the  main 
industries  being  Engineering,  Felt  Hatting,  Leather 
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Dressing.  Hat  Box  Making.  A large  number  of  the 
inhabitants  aie  Miners,  Railway  Employees,  and  Cotton 
Operatives. 

The  following  figures  are  taken  from  the  Census  of 
1921,  and  show  some  of  the  principal  occupations  of  male 
and  female  population  at  that  time.

During  the  past  five  years  21  cases  were  sent  to  the 
Hartshead  and  forty-one  to  the  Hyde  Hospital. 
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1'here  are  no  Hospitals  in  the  District  for  Tuberculosis, 
Maternity  cases  or  Children.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  dealt 
with  by  the  County  Council. 

None  of  the  following  are  provided  in  the  area  : — 

Day  Nursery,  School  Clinic,  Tuberculosis  Clinic, 
Venereal  Diseases  Clinic,  Institutional  provision  lot- 
unmarried  mothers,  etc. 

AMBULANCE  F ACl LIT  1 ES. 

Infectious  cases  other  than  Smallpox  are  removed  by 
the  Hyde  Borough  Ambulance,  and  Smallpox  cases  by  the 
Ashton-under-Lyne  Ambulance.  Non- infectious  cases 
and  accident  cases  are  removed  by  the  Ashton-under-Lvne 
Ambulance,  for  which  the  Council  pay  a retaining  fee  of 
£30  per  annum.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  of  the  AREA. 
WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  is  obtained  from  the  Ashton-under- Lyne, 
Stalvbridge  and  Dukinfield  (District)  Waterworks  Joint 
Committee,  and  is  from  upland  gathering  grounds  lying 
to  the  North-East  of  Ashton-under- Lyne,  and  situated 
about  5 to  6 miles  away  in  the  Pennine  Range.  The  total 
area  of  the  gathering  grounds  is  4200  acres,  and  the 
Reservoirs  when  full  will  hold  1,090,939,000  gallons.  The 
consumption  for  domestic  and  trade  purposes  averages 
about  21  gallons  per  head  per  day.  'The  supply  is  constant 
and  supplies  about  2000  houses  in  the  District. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  district  is  sewered  on  the  combined  system,  and 
the  sewerage  is  treated  chiefly  aOthe  Duk i nfield  ."Sewerage 
Works.  A small  portion  of  the  West  Ward  is  drained  into 
the  Manchester  system.  Two  very  small  areas,  including 
about  15  houses  are  without  proper  drainage,  but  one  of 
these  areas  consists  of  old  property  which  is  rapidly  being 
demolished.  Drains  are  tested  as  required,  and  the  sewers 
are  frequently  flushed.

SCAVENGING. 

Scavenging  of  streets,  &c.,  is  carried  out  by  the 
Highways  Department. 

Removal  of  house  refuse,  &c.,  is  carried  out  by  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Department,  one  Ford  Motor  Wagon 
being  employed,  and  team  labour  for  the  emptying  of  Pail 
Closets. 

Prior  to  September,  1922  the  removal  of  house  refuse 
was  carried  out  by  team  labour,  but  the  motor  wagon 
greatly  expedited  the  removal,  and  has  proved  more 
efficient  in  every  way. 

The  refuse  is  tipped  on  low-lying  ground,  and  is  then 
soiled  over. 
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SANITARY  INSPEC  TION. 

A summary  of  the  work  carried  out  under  Article  19 
of  the  Sanitary  Officer's  Order,  1922  is  given  in  the  report 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  attached  hereto. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

'There  are  two  Offensive  Trades  in  t he  district,  viz: — 
Fur  Pulling  and  Leather  Dressing.  No  action  has  been 
npcessary  in  relation  to  these. 

WORKSHOPS  and  WORKPLACES. 

These  are  in  a fairly  good  condition  and  are  visited 
from  time  to  time. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  at  present  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in 
the  district. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  Schools  are  in  a fairly  good  condition,  and  have 
a plentiful  supply  of  water. 

None  of  the  Schools  were  closed  during  the  year,  and 
this  certainly  proved  helpful  in  detecting  new  and  doubtful 
cases  during  the  recent  epidemic  of  Smallpox. 

Four  Schoolrooms  were  disinfected,  and  a quantity  of 
books  destroyed. 

HOUSING. 

GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS  in  the  AREA. 

Great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  building  of  houses 
but,  unfortunately,  these  do  not  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  labouring  classes,  since  when  a house  can  be  rented, 
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the  rental  is  too  high,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  the 
houses  must  be  purchased.  It  would  be  advantageous 
to  the  labouring  classes  if  either  cottages  were  built  or  flats 
at  such  a rental  as  would  meet  the  labourers’  pockets. 
Until  some  reform  of  this  nature  takes  place,  overcrowding 
will  exist. 

Probably  a large  proportion  of  the  property  built 
during  the  last  five  years  is  occupied  by  people  from 
outside  districts. 

During  the  year  two  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt 
with,  and  settled  satisfactorily. 

FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

As  is  usual  in  the  industrial  area,  most  of  the  houses 
are  of  the  artizan  type,  chiefly  with  two  rooms  upstairs 
and  two  downstairs. 

The  chief  defects  are  defective  roofs,  walls  and  plaster, 
also  delapidated  window  frames.  There  are  also  a large 
number  of  faulty  rain  water  pipes  and  gutters. 

Probably  the  defects  are  due  chiefly  to  lack  of  proper 
supervision  or  neglect  by  owners  or  agents,  but  tenants  are 
also  responsible  to  some  extent. 

General  action  is  taken  under  both  the  Public  Health 
Acts,  and  the  Housing  Acts,  but  most  of  the  defects  are 
remedied  after  either  a preliminary  notice  or  personal  calls 
on  the  owner. 

Owners  are  often  very  slow  to  take  the  necessary 
action,  generally  giving  as  their  reason  the  high  cost  of 
repairs,  and,  in  some  cases,  the  type  of  tenant.

INSPECTION  and  SUPERVISION  of  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  milk  supply  is  of  a fairly  good  character;  most  of 
the  arrangements  being  carried  out  by  the  local  farmers. 
There  is  still  room  for  improvement  at  the  source  of  supply 
and  in  the  retail  shops. 

No  graded  milk  is  sold  in  this  area. 

There  are  10  Cowkeepers  on  the  register,  and  14 
Purveyors  of  Milk.  These  are  periodically  visited  to  see 
that  the  Dairies,  Cowshed  and  Milkshops  Regulations  of 
July,  1907,  are  carried  out. 

MEAT. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  the  inspection 
of  meat  at  the  time  of  slaughter.  Mr.  A.  C.  Brocklehurst, 
the  Inspector  to  the  Denton  U.D.C.  being  the  Inspector  for 
tins  district. 

There  are  two  Licensed  Slaughterhouses  in  thedistrict, 
but  no  public  slaughterhouse. 

During  the  year  626  lbs.  of  diseased,  unsound,  or  un- 
wholesome meat  were  condemned.  'There  were  no 
Tuberculosis  carcases  or  parts  condemned. 

No  other  foodstuffs  were  condemned. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  7 Bakehouses  on  the  Register.  All  are  in  a 
fairly  good  condition,  and  are  frequently  inspected. 
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Other  Premises  where  Food  is  Manufactured, 
Prepared,  Stored,  etc. 

Periodical  visits  are  made  to  various  fish  shops,  fried 
fish  and  potato  shops,  tripe  shops  and  other  premises  where 
food  is  prepared  or  stored. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  provisions  of  these  Acts  are  carried  out  by  the 
County  Council. 

PREVALENCE  of,  and  CONTROL  over 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  past  five  years,  twenty  cases  of  Smallpox 
were  notified,  these  being  contacts  from  adjacent  districts. 
By  prompt  removal  of  these  to  Hospital,  by  Vaccination, 
and  by  constant  supervision  of  each  respective  house,  and 
by  the  compulsory  notification  of  Chicken  Pox,  I feel  sure 
that  the  spread  was  abated. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Smallpox  Prevention) 
REGULATIONS,  1917. 

During  the  recent  outbreak  of  Smallpox,  105 
primary  and  50  secondary  Vaccinations  were  performed. 

Chicken  Pox  was  made  notifiable  from  May  30th  for 
twelve  months,  and  was  the  means  of  discovering  one  case 
of  Smallpox,  as  well  as  several  cases  among  the  contacts 
of  this  case. 

The  number  of  Reports  made  dursng  the  year  under 
the  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1922,  Section  14  (4)  was 
seventeen,  these  being  in  connection  with  Smallpox. 

A supply  of  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  kept  by  the  Local 
Chemist  for  use  in  this  district. 
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Arrangements  for  the  Pathological  and  Bacteriological 
examinations  of  Blood,  Sputum,  Throat  Swabs,  &c.,  have 
been  made  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester. 
During  the  year  1 specimen  of  Sputum  and  9 Throat  Swabs 
were  analysed. 

DISINFECTION. 

Bedding,  See.  is  sent  to  the  Ashton-under-Lyne  Cor- 
poration for  disinfection  by  steam,  and  rooms  are  fumigated 
and  sprayed  after  cases  of  Infectious  Disease.
